DEVELOPING WATER POWER— 

The question of Water power is be- 
ing taken up:—"The installation of 
@redges in the Yukon has drawn at- 
tention to the desirability, if not the 
necessity of securing economical pow- 
er. The supply of wood fuel for gener- 
ating steam is becoming scarcer. To 
preserve the forests: and prevent their’ 
being monopolized by speculators, tha 

timber regulations were effectively 
amended early this year. The cost of 
coal also up to the present time, has 
been more than proportionately high. 
This condition has led thosa interestext 
in dredge mining to seek the natural 
watdr\-power of the country. Union 
the regulations adopted by order in 
council last spring, a large number 
of applications have been filed for wa- 
ter power. There can be no doubt but 
that this source of power will have to 
be largely adopted in order to make 
@ success of some of the dredging prij- 
jects now contemplated. During ths 
past summer the Yukon Consolidated 
Goldfields Company began the conastruc- 
tion of a large water power plant on 
| the Little Twelvc-mile river, for the 
purpose of supplying power to the 
dredges which they have already, and 
will hereafter construct. The power 
gtation was nearly completed, and the 
tramsformer station is alriady coms 
pleted. The transmission line, which 
is thirty miles in length, and will car- 
ry a tension of 33,000 volts, was also 
complete.” 

LOCATING CLAIMS— 

As illustrating the mining activity 
the report eays:— . 

“nother noticeable feature in the 
mining industry of the Klondike during 
the past summer waa the great activity 
diapiayed by prospectors and claim-.0- 
cators. The extent of this very grati- 
tying conaition can best be shown by 
comparing the number of clains staked 
Quring the two past years with tnose 
gtakea during the four months of July 
August, September and October of 
this year. During the fiscal year ena- 
ing June 19v6, tnere were 185 claims 
etaked and 505 during the fiscal year 
of 1906. During the saii four monthe 
of the present stagon thers were 1,388 
claims staked, that is to say, tnat 
during the said four months there were 
snore claime staked than during the 
whole of the two precsiing yeara. This 
é{riking evidence of the vitality of the 
camp can be attribute1 largely to the 
Cwcumstances of many more claims be- 
ing now workable at a profit because 
of improved modern methcds, to the 
acceptable innovations incorporated in 
the mining laws by the Yukon Placer 
Mining Act passea at the last seasion 
01 pasisiament, and to the greater fesl- 
ing of contentmeni ana confidence felt 
by the mining community. This great 
activity was reflected in the Gold Vom- 
missioner’s office where for Upwarss® 
of two months the staff worke: every 
evening and had not caught up witn 
the rush of work when | left on No-, 
vember 14th last. 

‘This Yukon Placer Mining Act, as 
above stated, has had a very stimulatt 
ing effect upon the mining inauetry. 
It gave a etability to the mining lawa 
which formerly aid not exist. it pro- 
visions abolishing free miners’ licenses, 
providing for the inexpensive and 
apesly adjustment of disput<s, reducing 
mining Mtigation, preventing claim- 
jumping, facilitating the staking, re 
cording and holding of claims, and guar- 
anteeing title, have been equally accepi- 
able to the prospector, individual min- 
er and investing capitalist.
